Struggling through knee-deep 
m ud, the Americans formed a 
perim eter and laid down heavy 
fire as the enem y m assed for an 
all-out assault. 
Helicopter gunships and fight­ 
er-born bers sw arm ed overhead 
to help the sm all band of A m eri­ 
cans. At 2:15 p m. a com pany of 
troop-carrving choppers defied 
the guerrilla gunners and swept 
fn with a company of reinforce­ 
m ents.

“With the ad ­ 
vent of iodized salt, however, 
goiters became rather rare.

sold in Michigan is not iodized,” 
she

“ S h o p p e r s 
should insist on iodized salt to 
protect their families from goi­ 
ters.” 
As an interesting 
sidelight, 
she added, it has been reported 
th a t the death of so m any ale­ 
wives is due to the lack of suf­ 
ficient iodine in Lake Michigan 
waters.

At a meeting in Iron Mountain last week represen­ 
tatives of several of the counties agreed that something 
should be done. The urgency was pointed by report of 
Richard I illy of the planning 
staff of the

Highway Department that not much construction work 
is planned bv the

on th S. 2 
through 1972. 
Biggest improvement job now scheduled is on Id 
miles of l T. S. 2 east of Rapid River.

That the neglect of the Upper Peninsula by State 
Highwav Department would have to wait for a protest 
initiated by the Norway-Vulcan Civic Club is a devastat­ 
ing comment on the l pper Peninsula's willingness to 
play a Poor Cousin role when the state passes out the 
cupcakes for highway construction. 
Wily Bill Karas, superintendent of the Delta County 
R e a d Commission, asked at the Iron Mountain meeting 
what tile Lpper Peninsula’s share of state highway con­ 
struction money is? “ LII bet.'’ suggested Karas, (know­ 
ing full well that it wasn’t that much) that we don’t 
get I per cent of the state’s construction funds!” 
★

★ 
A consultation with state highway officials on the 
point revealed that the Lpper Peninsula gets only one 
per cent of Michigan’s highway construction funds. The 
L. P. has only about 3 per cent of Michigan’s popula­ 
tion but it lias nearly a third of the land area of the 
state and certainly it is an obligation of the state to 
provide this third with an edequate highway system so 
that the populous part of the state can travel here. 
Until 1971 Michigan law required that 25 per cent 
of state highway construction funds be spent in the 
Upper Peninsula. That would still be less than the IL P. 
would be entitled to on an area basis, but realistically 
the ratio had become untenable because of the popula­ 
tion and highway traffic buildup downstate in Detroit 
and other metropolitan areas. 
*

★ 
To go from a mandatory 25 per cent to one per cent, 
however, is a gross inequity. The Upper Peninsula needs 
economic development in a big way and the state is 
denying it in a basic way with its highway construction 
program here. 
“We’d be happy with 5 or IO per cent,” suggested 
Karas. “ But we’re not progressing with one per cent. 
rh is is the key to our transportation development prob­ 
lem. a more realistic and fairer share of the sta te ’s 
road-building funds.” 
Asselin said that the U. S. 2 development group 
isn’t opposed to highway development on any other 
I . P. route; seeks no preferential treatm ent for this 
chief east-west highway in the U pper Peninsula, but 
seeks to bring to public notice and state correction the 
$iate neglect of this highway in light of the traffic th a t 
it bears and the potential that it holds for the develop­ 
ment of the Upper Peninsula and of Michigan. 
The cause is so ju st and w orthy th a t all the U. P. 
should support it.

The Upper Peninsula's last 
brewery has a new 
product 
that is specially related to the 
Upper Peninsula. 
It is Light Sauna Beer. Every­ 
one in the U.P. knows what 
light beer is and 
they 
also 
know what a sauna is, but if 
you get far enough away from 
the Northland and the Finns 
a sauna may cease to be famil­ 
iar. 
A sauna 
Is a Finnish bath 
house specially constructed for 
the steaming of the bathers by 
dousing water onto hot rocks. 
American Timber Homes, Inc., 
of Escanaba makes saunas and 
brings the stoves all the way 
from Finland to assure 
that 
they’re fully authentic. And of 
course our Finnish people have 
been building saunas in their 
back yards for more than a 
century. 
After sauna steaming 
and 
switching, a roll in the snow’ 
is suggested to close tile pores 
that 
have 
been opened 
and 
cleansed and — amazingly — 
there seem to have been no 
fatalities 
from 
this Spartan 
washup. The process make peo­ 
ple- feel so good that they want 
to celebrate and this, apparent­ 
ly, is where the Sauna beer 
comes in. 
Consult With Finns 
Fritz Finger, the 
president 
and 
brewm aster 
of 
Bosch 
Brewing Co. of Houghton, says 
that his firm’s Sauna beer was 
developed 
after 
consultation 
with 
brewers 
in 
Finland 
to 
ci cate a beverage that closely 
resembles the Finnish “kalja.” 
a light after - sauna beverage 
that is very popular in Helsin- 
kiland. The hope of the Bosch 
people must be. however, that 
Sauna beer will 
appeal 
to 
many people who couldn’t be 
enticed into a sauna even by 
Sophia Loren. 
It might bring trouble with 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which Is very narrow7 in tile 
m atter of false advertising, but 
if Bosch could suggest that its 
new Sauna beer could be used 
instead of a sauna it might be 
the making of the fortunes of 
tile Houghton brewery. 
In any event it is a m atter 
for 
New 
Year's 
good 
cheer 
that the Peninsula’s only sur­ 
viving brewery is enterprising 
enough to bring forth a special 
brew so imaginatively related 
to one of the Upper Peninsula's 
health habits and customs — 
the sauna. 
Long History 
The 
Upper 
Peninsula 
has 
bien brewing beer for over 113 
years. At one time most of its 
larger cities had breweries. To­ 
day the Bosch Brewery is the 
only one ope rating in the U.P. 
It is much easier today to make 
good beer than it i- to sell it. 
The brewers said “Rubber tires 
killed 
the little 
breweries,” 
meaning thai with the coming 
of 
truck 
transportation the 
local brewery was under new 
pressures of competition. 
The change from the saloon 
to the home u> the place where 
most beer is consumed — from 
the keg to the six pack—also 
changed 
beer 
buying 
habits. 
And regional advertising en­ 
larged the problems of the lo­ 
cal 
brew ery. 
Bosch 
sells 
throughout tile U P and south 
to Alpena, 
in 
Wisconsin 
to 
Green Bay, west to Duluth and 
Virginia. Minn. 
It could sell 
wider, but that would dilute 
its advertising too much. 
As Bosch strives for more 
sales 
in 
its home area, 
the 
U P., it looks back on nearly 
a century that have seen huge 
changes in the area and in its 
beverage buying habits. 
W here People W ere 
The Copper Country, where 
Bosch operates, had more brew­ 
eries than any other area of 
the U P. because it was tile

first place of large settlement 
in the Peninsula with the cop­ 
per strike there in the 1840s. 
Little Eagle Harbor had the 
Knivel Brewery, established in 
1855 with a capacity of 1.200 
barrels a year, and the John 
Clemens

The Haas Brewery was start­ 
ed by Adolph Haas of Hough­ 
ton in Hancock in 1858. Rehab­ 
ilitated 
after Prohibiten 
by 
the Cohodases, it was sold by 
them and closed in 1954. 
The Bosch Brewing Co. was 
organized 
by 
Joseph 
Bosch 
iii 1874 at Lake Linden, closed 
with Prohibition and reopened 
in the revamped Union Brew­ 
ery in Houghton, after Prohibi­ 
tion. 
This 
was 
the 
former 
Scheuermann Brewery on Port­ 
age Lake. 
There were also the Park 
Brewery at Hancock and the 
Calumet Brewing Co. brewery 
in Calumet.

Bru Blew 
In Sault Ste. Marie the Soo 
Falls Brewing Co. operated un­ 
til Prohibition, and was suc­ 
ceeded after Prohibition by the 
Sn Bru operation, which failed. 
Escanaba had the Escanaba 
Brewing Co., run by 
Henry 
Rahr’s 
sons. 
Nicholas 
Walch 
and Peter Walch, from 1897, 
and the Jonn Richter Brewing 
Co. from 1902. The 
Richter 
Brewery made a comeback try 
after Prohibition, and its build­ 
ing still stands on Ludington 
St., but the Walch brewery on 
the 
lakeshore didn’t 
reopen 
and is rembered now7 only in 
the name of Brewery Park, 
which marks its site.

Manistique Fire 
The Manistique Brewery was 
operated from 1904 by Henry 
C. W iedeman until it burned 
in 1909 in a fire of incendiary 
origin, for which a M anistique 
man was found guilty of arson. 
It was in bicycle 
days 
and 
there w7as a well worn bike 
track from Manistique to the 
brew ery site on M94 at tile 
Indian River Bridge. 
M arquette had the George 
Rublein Brewery which was 
purchased in about 1878 by a 
partnership composed of Rein­ 
er Hoch and Charles Meeske. 
In 1881 they opened a brewery 
in Negaunee under charge of 
Hoch, with Meeske remaining

Gorton,

candidates to succeed McEwen. 
The latter is leader of the Coun­ 
try party, Hie junior member of 
the Liberal-Country party coali­ 
tion that has governed Austra­ 
lia since 1949. 
Gorton’s election is unlikely to 
result in any change in Austra- 
, lia’s foreign policy, particularly 
n its military contribution to 
the Vietnam wrar and its support 
of U.S. policy there. 
The new government leader 
told a televised news conference 
shortly after his election by the 
Liberal party’s 81 members of 
the House of Representatives 
and the Senate: “Tomorrow I
